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Gaming Tokens Attract Collectors 





Reports filtering back to. ‘The 
Franklin Mint from Nevada in- 
dicate that Nevada gaming casi- 
nos are already losing ‘“thou- 
sands” of their new Dollar Gam- 
ing Tokens to souvenir hunters: 
and coin collectors. 


The Franklin Mint has minted 
individually designed Dollar Gam- 
ing Tokens for 11 different ca- 
sinos to date, and dies for 16 oth- 
er casinos are in the works to 
be struck before the end of 1965. 
According to Joseph M. Segel, 
president of General Numisma- 
tics Corporation (GNC), opera- 
tors of The Franklin Mint, the 
total potential “is probably 
around 50 to 60 casinos” using 
these new metal tokens in place 
of silver dollars. According to 
Nevada State law, each casino 
using such tokens must have its 
own design and the design must 
comply to certain rules. The tok- 
ens are not inter-changeable 
among casinos, and are redeem- 
able for $1.00 only at the issu- 
ing casino. 

A total of 500 complete “full 
proof” sets of the 27 Dollar Gam- 


ing Tokens scheduled to be mint- 
ed in 1965 by The Franklin Mint 
are being struck in fine silver, 


primarily for presentation to 
VIP’s connected with the State 
of Nevada. Most of the casinos 
have also ordered 6500 silver 
proofs of their own individual 
tokens for presentation to favor- 
ed customers. In addition, for a 
twenty-day period in October, 
The Franklin Mint accepted or- 
ders, from GNC _ stockholders 
only, for complete “proof-like” 
sets of this 1965 series of Dol- 
lar Gaming Tokens. Total num- 
ber of sets so ordered was 2500, 
and that is the total number of 
“proof-like” sets that will be 
made up of the 1965 series. (The 
Franklin Mint will probably of- 
fer “proof-like” sets of its 1966 
series of Dollar Gaming Tokens, 
again exclusively to GNC stock- 
holders, for a short period early 
in 1966.) 


For other coin collectors, al- 
bums to hold the set of 27 dif- 
ferent 1965 Dollar Gaming Tok- 
ens minted by The Franklin Mint 


are now being prepared by three 
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different _album manufact:rers, 
and these albums will soon be 
available through coin dealers 
throughout the country. The 
albums may be filled by buying 
tokens at each of the 27 Nevada 
casinos or by ordering the tok- 
ens, at a slight premium, from 
coin dealers who have purchased 
them from the casinos. The 
Franklin Mint cannot fill orders 
from collectors, and it is unlike- 
ly that any of the casinos would 
fill orders by mail for single 
specimens.

Roy Morser of New York City, 
copyright proprietor of the “NO 
TIP” (Give Nothing Get Noth- 
ing) Novelty Coin, has filed suit 
against Bengor Products, Inc., 18 
West 23rd Street, New York

Gordon, for copyright infringe- 
ment and unfair competition. 

Mr. Morsev’s complaints in the 
lawsuit charge that Bengor Pro- 
ducts, under the control of Louis 
and Benjamin Gordon, copied his 
original copyrighted coin, and 
further copied without authority 
the copyright notice in violation 
of the criminal portion of the 
copyright law. 

Mr. Morser is represented by 
Hubbell, Cohen, Stiefel and Fid- 
dler of New York City. The suit 
was filed in Federal Court for 
the Southern District of New 
York. 
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Penn. Coin Dealer Loses Coins 
In Split-Second Robbery 


On Sunday, December 5th, A. 
C. Leister one of the partners. of 
Commercial Coin Company in 
Camp Hill, Pennsylvania was 
robbed of a considerably large 
number of coins while eating at 
a local Howard Johnson restaur- 
ant. 

Jay M. Weisman, who was 
with Mr. Leister at the time of 
the robbery reports that while 
they were all eating supper they 
turned their heads for what 
seemed a fraction of a_ second 
from watching their automobiles 
and, in that short time, Mr. 
Leister’s care was broken into 
and taken from the parking lot. 
The car was later found five 
blocks from the restaurant with 
all the coins missing.

The Buffalo nickel was so 
poorly regarded during the 1913- 
1984 period that numismatics 
neglected to put aside even a 
reasonable number of uncirculat- 
ed specimens. After the initial 


oa burst of intensive hoarding during 


the first year of issue, collectors 
_ simply took the nickel as strictly 
commenplace and permitted the 


coinage year after year to pass 
through their hands as having — 


little numismatic promise. 
_ Strikingly American, the Buf- 


falo truly pictures two of our 


_ first citizens. Both are struck in 


oe bold relief and are remarkably 
expressive. Three different In- 
dians sat as models for the com-_ 


posite head, while the buffalo 
- model was the then famous “Black 
Diamond” in the New York zoo.

The buffalo nickel caused a 
mild stir when first introduced, 
having followed the more conser- 
vative Liberty head or “V” nic- 
kel that lasted a full 30 years.

The extreme scarcity of uncir- 
culated Buffalo nickels in at least 
20 dates or mint marks makes 
it a most difficult set to com- 
plete, as such. Prices of today 
boldly reflect the demand for 
coins from five million new col- 
lectors who simply can’t find 
what: they want. They also prove 
that if anyone had put aside 
eight or 10 rolls of Buffalo nic- 
kels for all dates and mints, he 
would now be more than a mil- 
lionaire. 


A circulated set of Buffalo 
nickels is well within the reach 
of most serious collectors, if too 
much emphasis is not put on 
quality, overdates and variations. 
A rash of claims are being made 
for certain coins with unusual 
markings, but they do not gen- 
erally represent true variations 
and should not be included in a 
standard set. Even the three- 
legged variety was wholly unin- 
- tended but has gained acceptance 
in most quarters.

The same 
reasoning applies to at least 20 
other dates and mint marks that 
are now extremely expensive.

Buffalo nickels should acquire 
as many dates and mint marks 
as possible with alloted funds. 
Upgrading is important where 
circulated sets are the objective. 


Care should be taken while buy- | 
ing coins that do not quite grade 
up to claims of the seller. A half — 


grade can mean séveral dollars 
in a single coin. Frequently -a 
nickel will grade exactly between 
fine and very fine, but will be 
listed and priced as very fine. 
The scarcer the coin, the closer 
the grading should be. It is never 
smart to succumb to the seller’s 
claim that a coin is “fine for this 
date.” Strict grading applies to

Australian Numismatic Boom

Australia is joining the United 
States and Canada with an un- 
precedented boom in coin collect- 
ing. 
D-Day for-the new decimal 
currency will be February 14, 


_ 1966. The banks will be closed 
z "Wednesday, . February 9, and re-

_ ey on February 14. 


The Perth and Melbourne Mints 
have already struck 50,000,000 
one-cent pieces, and when the new 
Canberra Mint goes into full pro- 
duction, the three mints should 
have a combined production of 
more than 10,000,000 coins a 
week. 

The Australian Government has 
also ordered 90,000,000  five-, 
ten-, and twenty-cent copper-nic- 
kel coins from the Royal Mint in 
London. 

The coin auctions, which have 
been extremely successful, are 
held very frequently in Sydney. 
There are now three auctions per 
month, three or four in Mel- 
bourne, and Adelaide has two, 

At one of the sales held in Mel- 
bourne recently, a 1937 Pattern 
Penny was sold to an American 
collector for the grand sum of 
over $2,000. 

There was a fantastic publicity 
campaign on T.V., radio and the 
newspapers, and the unusual 
thing about this publicity was 
that it brought three new speci- 


crative florins, of which there 
are four pieces, are being shipped 
out of the country in fairly sub- 
stantial quantities.

The Ke Key Co Commemorative Half-Dollar 


By Lee Martin 


Of all the commemorative half 
dollars issued by the U.S., the 
one released to honor the 150th 
anniversary of the discovery of 
the Hawaiian Islands by Captain 
James Cook stands at the top in 
its desirability. ; 

Because the entire original 
mintage only totaled 10,008 coins, 
there will always be more de- 
mand than coins available and 
such as the price will remain in 
the higher brackets of these spe 
cial coins. 

Credit for origination of the 
idea of this half dollar must be 
shared by a number of individuals 
but probably. the’ one’ most. re- 
sponsible would be a Hawaiian 
socialite, Ethelwyn Castle. Her 
brother-in-law, Bruce Cartwright, 
Jr., was an artist and at his in- 
sistence Ethelwyn contacted a 
young lady friend of hers who 
wastalented but still relatively 
unknown in the field of sculpture. 
This young lady, Julia Mae Fra- 
ser, under the infectious enthusi- 
asm of her tentative sponsor saw 
that the sketches of Cartwright 
were well worth using as a guide. 
The financial backing of the

wealthy Miss Castle certainly 
added to the response the project 
received. 

Once having found the talent 
required to produce the coin, the 
necessary strings were pulled in 
Washington and the Hawaiian 
delegate, Victor Houston, saw to 
it that the 70th Congress passed 
the. enacting legislation of the 
dream of Ethelwyn Castle. On 
March 7, 1928, the legislature 
gave the go-ahead signal for a 
10,000 mintage. The coins were 


to be released under the manage- 
ment of thé Bank of Hawaii and 
sold through the Captain Cook 
Sesqui - Centennial Commission. 

Many groups of promoters 
have gone down to defeat when 
trying to sell a 50-cent piece’ for 
a dollar. The island socialites de- 
termined to retail their coin for 
$2 and fully expected no problems 
in ‘selling them all. Bruce Cart- 
wright had a special group of the 
ccins made up as dull finish sand-

blasted proofs and issued them in 
finc_ presentation cases to the

ing whether the applicant was 


an individual or a business repre- 
sentative. On the surface, the 
idea had much merit and was ap- 
plauded by many numismatists. 
Unfortunately, a number of buy- 
ers acquired over their quota by 
returning again and again or by 
having members of their very 
large families do the shopping. 

Despite this normal problem, 
inherent to all rationed releases, 
the coins were very well dispers- 
ed. One referral book states that 
not all were sold and over 3,000 
were returned to the mint for re- 
melting. This is open to doubt 
as the demand must have been 
well over the number available. 
If true, though, it would help to 
explain why so few of this half 
dollar have been seen on the nu- 
mismatic market despite a pres- 
ent day asking price of $650 for 
an uncireulated specimen. 

The scene on the reverse of the 
half depicts a Hawaiian chief in 
native costume atop a hill. He 
represents Hawaii rising from 
obscurity. The word obscurity 
seems incongruous to be used in 
conjunction with this coin for of 
the total of 157 different com- 


memoratives issued, this rates as 
number one in sentiment to many 
and in value to all.

U.S. Gold And TI EY 


The market for common 
U.S. gold coins has display- 
ed firming tendencies as of 
late. As nothing in the im- 
mediate outlook for gold 
would tend to _ indicate 
changes on the _ interna- 
tional monetary scene, any 
price - firming tendencies, 
especially in more common 
dates, can be directly at- 


tributed to ‘stepped-up nu- 


mismatic demand. 
Unlike its silver counter- 


parts, gold series-collecting 
~is a rather uncommon oc-. 


curence because of prohi- 
initial cost. The 
practice of type-collecting 


‘U.S. gold has thus a firm 


foothold’ in» numismatics 
and can rightfully be con- 
sidered the precursor to all 
other type-collecting. 


Dealer-to - dealer: trans- 


. actions in Unc. double ea- 


gles $20.00 gold piece) are 
reported to average around 
$50.00, up $3.00 from earli- 
er this year. In spite of high 
initial intrinsic value, U.S. 
gold type-collections can 
be assembled at reasonable 
premiums. 

A brief review of the his- 
tory and legislation affect- 
ing U.S. gold coins follows: 
“As provided in the act of 
April 2, 1792, the eagle, of 
the value -of $10, became 
the standard denomination 
of gold coin. Eagles and 
half eagles ($5) were first 


coined, followed by quarter 


eagles $2. 50). The eagle 
had a weight of 270 grains, 
0.916 2/3 fine, and so con- 
tained 247.5 grains of pure 
gold. The act of June 28, 
1834, reduced the weight to: 
258 grains, 0.899225 fine, 
and so made the pure gold 
content 232 grains. The act 
of January 18, 1837, chang- 
ed the fineness to 0.900, 
without change in weight, 
which raised the pure gold 
content to 232.2 grains. 
Double-eagles ($20), and $1 
pieces were authorized by 
the act of March 3, 1849, 
and $3 pieces by the act of 
February 21, 1853. The $1 
and $3 pieces were discon- 
tinued by the act of Sep- 
tember 26, 1890; quarter

Continued-from page 7 
by the act of April 11, 1930. 

Gold coins of the differ- 
ent denominations were 
of proportionate weight 
and the same fineness. All 
were legal tender in all 
payments when not below 
the standard weight and 
“limit of tolerance” pre- 
scribed by law, and when 
below such weight and tol- 
erance were legal tender 
in proportion to their ac- 
tual weight. 

Gold bars, bearing the 
mint stamp as to weight 
and fineness, were avail- 
able under certain condi- 
tions to the depositors of 
gold bullion or gold coin, 
and the gold mnetary stock 
was largely held in the 
form of bars, which were 
a more convenient means 
than coin for reserve pur-

poses and for settlement 
of international balances. 


The U.S. Mints discontin-. 


ued gold coinage after May 
19, 1933; and after the pas- 
sage of the Gold Reserve 
Act, January 30, 1934, ex- 
isting stocks of gold coins 
were acquired by the Trea- 
sury and formed into bars. 

Tie total gold coinage 
of the mints of the United 
States since 1792 has been 
$4,526,218,477.50.” 

U.S. Gold type collections

Gold Dollars ($1), 1849-

Although the bill ap- 
proving the issuance of a 
gold dollar was passed on 
March 31, 1849, the dies 
were not finished till May 
7, 1849. This incident and 
others related to the strik- 
ing of the double eagle 
($20 gold) clouded irre- 
parably the Longacre-Pat- 
terson relationship till the 
director’s death in 1851.

“Don’t take any wooden 
nickels” may have been 
great advice once, but 
around Monroe such a 
suggestion is as scarce as 
the buffalo. 

Peopie want all the wood- 
en nickels they can get. 
They are worth up to $5 
each. 

The market for herd 
wood cash has been boom- 
ing since the United States 
treasury department deci- 
ded that wooden nickels 
printed by a Monroe, Wis. 
bank to ease a local coin 
shortage were illegal. 

Private coin collectors 
have been pursuing the 
wooden nickels with even 
more eagerness than treas- 
ury agents. The wooden 
nickels have some curiosity 
value as “coins” minted by 
a federally chartered bank. 

Treasury agents recover- 
ed 450 when they stepped 
in a week after the First 


National bank issued the 


nickels in May, 1964. That 
left 19,550 missing. 

None Redeemed for 5c 

“We are still redeeming 
them for a nickel apiece, 
but ynone have been brought 
in,” said John W. MacInnis, 
37, the bank’s assistant 
cashier, with a laugh. 

A Monroe antique deal- 
er recently sold 180 nickels 
for $360. MacInnis adds, “I 
know personally of many 
that have been sold for up 
to $5.”’. 

“Some people wouldn’t 
take them as change at 
first,” he said.
